AN EX-AMERICAN MINISTER ON THE 
END OF THE SIEGE OF PARIS, 
At ning.o’slock in the forenoon of March 
1, 1871, three blue busaare belonging to the 
Gerthan army entered the Porta Maillot; pro- 
cesded un tho Avenue of the Grand Army, 
and walked thoir horses slowly,down the 
magnificent avonue of the.Champa Elysées, 
with carbinor cooked and fingers upon the 
(tiger, | Theso husaara’ looked carefully in- 
to the side streets, and proceeded slowly 
down the avenne, But few poople were out 
at, that early hour in the morning, Soon 
aflor this, siz more .hussors made their ap- 
“poarnnce by the same route, and avery faw 


hen came in the main body of tha advanced 
guard, numbering about ona thousand men, 


consisting of cavalry and infantry (Bavarian |- 


and.Prusaian), forming part of tha Eleventh 
Corps, under the command of General Kana- 
nichi, By this tima tho crowd on the 
Champa Ellysden had inoraared, and met the 
advancing Gormang with hisses and’ insults, 
A portion of the German. troops halted, and 
with grent doliteration, losded their pieecs, 
wherest the crowd, composed mostly of bors 
vand “roughs,”. incontinently took te their 
hoola, According to n proviota understanding 
among the French, all-the shons and restau. 
rants along the route -had heen clised ; but, 
notwithstanding their vigorous agseverations 
that.no consideration whatever 'woukl induce 
them to look upon ar-speak.to the Pruskivan, 
T found, on going down the Ghainpa Blysées 
vat hlf-past nina o’cloek, a large unmet of 
them: attrueted thither hy enriosity whioh’ 
they were unable to resid. In waking 
down the avenue to the-point where tho main 
hody of the force bud baltod in front of the. 
‘Palace of . Industry, notwithstunding the 
vehement protestations that bad been wado 
that no Frenchman, would look at or apuak 
toa German avldier, I counted a body of 
twenty-five French people—men, women, and 
children—in the most cordial fraterniestion 
with’ the German soldiers, Stopping for a 
| Moment to listen tothe agreesble conversa. 
tion which appeared to be curried on,u German 
aoldiar advanced to salute nie, andaddressed 
meby name, Rea terned outtoho the clerk at 
. A hotel at Homburg lea Raina, where I had 
lodged during my visit to that place in 1867; 
wid-1869. . From what I could-tearn,- the 
arent body of the German troopa were ‘re- 
viewed by the Emperor at Long Champs, be; 
foro their ontry.inta Paris. Iuatead, therc- 
fore, of the wonas of ‘the tranps enloring at 
ttn o'clock, aa bid been previously anuoun- 
ced, it was oot until balf- past one o'clock in 
the afternoon ‘that. the Ruyal Guard of Pras- 
gia, in four sulid bodies, surrounded. the Arc 
de Triomphe. Thon s company. of Uhlune,! 
with their, spears stuek in their saddles, and | 
ornamented by the little: flaga of blue and! 
. white, headed thé advancing column. They! 
wera follawed by the Suxons,: with their: 
_Aight-bluevoats, who’wers nucceeded by tha 
Bavarian riflerien, with their heavy uni- 
form and ‘martial trevd, Afterward . follow. 
ed more of thé Ullang;.nnd occasionally wv 
aqund of the Bianarck cuirasgiers, with their 
white jacketa, black bata, and % 


xing plumes, 
recnlling to mind, perbaps, emer te more 
intelligent French observers, the celabrated 


cuirassiers of Nunsousty aod La Tour Wan 
bourg, in the wars, of tha first Na> 
poleon. Now came the artillery, ‘with. its 


pies of six, which must ‘hive extorted thy 
admiration of al military men hy its splen- 
did ‘appearance and wonderful precision of 
movement, Next fell into line the Royal 
Guard of Prussia, with their shining casques 
and glittering bayonets, which bud been} 
massed around the world-renowned Are da 
Triomphe, erected (and. with what bitter 
e-snreasaa it ‘might be said) to the glory of the 
grind army. I witnesaed this entry from 
the balcony of the apartment of a friend, Mr, 
Coadin, of Naw York City,.which was at (be 
head of the Chunps Elysées, A good many 
French people were on tha sidewalks on 
either side of tho avonue, At first the-troops 
wera met with hissos, cat-calls, and nll sorte 
of invulting ‘criea;, but aa, thay poured in 
: thicker and faner, and forming by com. 
panies; as they awapt down thé avenue to 


the atraing of piartial musie, the crowd seem- |’ 


ed to beawed iutosilence, and no other sound 
‘was beard. but the tramp of the soldiery and 
the acenpional word: of command,” Tho only 
disturbance that’ I saw wus occasioned by 
sone individ nal advancing from the sidewalk 
and giving bis. band to a German, cavalry- 
wan, whereat the ‘crowd “went” for bim. 
But bia backing seemed so powerful that 
the discontents soen dispersdd without any | 
further disturbance. 'Bhe entry of the main 
body of tha trojpa o¢eupied about two hours, 
and after that’ they began to disperse into 
the various quarters of the city to which 
they had beon assigned, in search of their 
lodgings, Wo wero busily engaged at the 
Legation almost the ontire day, endearour. 
ing to secure protection. for the American 
apartments and property. 
BILLETING TROOPS ON. FOREIGNERS. * 
At five o'clock I went to seo M. Jules 
Farre' in relation to,‘the sudden nud indis- 
eriininale billating’ of the German suldicrs 
upon the American residanta, and learned 
from him of the probabilities of tha ra tifica- 
. tion of the treaty of peace by the Assembly 
al Bordenux that evening, and of his hopes 
that everything would bo auttled before the 
next wiorning, when the Germun - troops 
. wovld be withdrawn from the-eity, He told 
me that there would be no doubt about the 
Tatification of the treaty. “He. hoped it 
would bave been ratified the night before, 
and thus have prevented the entry of the 
Germans into Paris at-al). But M. Thiers 
unfortunately bad bean dalayed in reaching 
Bordenax, and. which had postpoued the 
action on’ tbe treaty in the Assembly until 
that day, M. Favre wie kind enough fo tell 
mein this interview that be would send me 
“a notice of the ratification of the treaty the 
moment ba received it; and be kept bis 
word, for as svou as the matter was com~ 
pleted be sent me the notice. In returning 
from the Foreign Office, on the other side of 
the Seine I fousd tho bridge guarded by 
French soldiers, who resolutely refused to 
led ne poas. Soon o large crowd of roughs 
appeated and alter pted to force the guard, 
aod-it appeared for 4 abort simeagif ustarp 
Tittle battle was to be improvised. After, 
standing around for about an hbeur I waa 
ensbled by the courtesy of a Franch 
officer to slip through the guard and fin- 
ally to reach my residence, My coachman 
wai oo thoroughly penetrated with fear of 
~ the Pruseiane that be utterly refused to 
harneas his-borses again during tho day. | 
wrote an account of this entry of thé Prus- 
sian into -Parisat eleven c'clock the same 
night. The day bad opened ‘cloudy and 
sombre with a raw and chilly atmosphere,
